Frederick BurharoHsa battled 
against it. 'The Gothick Theodoric made 
Ins prison there. 
The triumphant rage 
ofthe whole city has been spent upon it, 
in a vain attempt to dialed 'e their ty rants; 
hut the indissoluble structure has with- 
stood force nnd tame, and is standing yet 
as a massive fabric that bids fair for an 
existence in centuries to come, though 
nothing is left of the builder, not even his 
bones or his dust— nothing of his relics 
even, hut the walls of his mole, and his 
marble bust. 
Ho firm has been this mole 
as a castle of defence and assault, that it 
has been remarked, that by a lamentable 
coincidence,the tomb of one of the Roman 
despots has helped to perpetuate the sub­ 
jection ofthe Roman people. 
Far different, however from this has 
been the destiny of the mausoleum ol 
Augustus on the north side of what was 
once the Campus Martius.

of the masters of mankind, and built to 
brave eternity,

In short, but 
few places more 
miserable than this 
could now he found in Rome,—and such 
is the story ofthe Mausoleum ofthe proud 
and divine Augustus ! Such is the fabric 
iii which he hoped to rest in peace ! Such 
is the value of that fame that seeks to 
trumpet itself by gorgeous edifices, or 
that fixes upon any other memorials than 
those God himself has reared, such as the 
everlasting hills. 


Botanic Doctors.— The Supreme Court 
of N ew .York has recently made an im­ 
portant decision in relation to practition* 
ors of medicine. 
'The President of the 
Albany County Medical Society, 
had 
brought an action against John Thomp­ 
son, a botanic physician, for practising 
medicine contrary to th* laws of that 
State. 
The defendant—on his t r i a l - 
produced a patent from the United State* 
to his father, for th* right and use of cer­ 
tain botanic medicine*, and it was under 
this patent that he claimed a right to prac­ 
tice. 
The Court below decided, that 
Thompson had uo light to practice med­ 
icine for fee or reward, unless he hod a 
diploma from an incorporated medical 
.School or Society. 
The Supreme Court 
affirmed ti us dccHuoo—consequently bo­ 
tanic physicians have no right to recover 
for services.
